When the 
King and President Loubet entered the 
building, surrounded by a brilliant

rose and cheered, while the orchestra 
displayed. the Spanish ‘and French na- 
tional anthems. 

The performance went without @ 
hitch. His Majesty chatted gaily with 
President Loubet during the intere 
missions, and at the close of the per- 
formance the orchestra again played 
the nattonal hymns of the countries 
and the King and President arose to 
leave.

RUSSIAN CAPTAIN'S TALE.

LONDON, May 31.—The Daily Mail's 
Tokio correspondent says that the cap- 
tain of the Russian cruiser, Admiral 
Nakhimoff, who is now a prisoner, re- 
lates the following story of the battle 
between the Japanese and the Russian 
fleets:

My crew numbered six hun- 
dred men, a majority of whom went 
down in the ship, as there was no time 
to get the men on deck. 

“Myself and a number of survivors, 
aided by life beits, swam to a4 small 
launch and at about 10 o'clock. In the 
morning we Went aboard a fisherboat. 
All of the officers were sent to Shimo- 
nosek!i. | 
TOGO SIGNALLED “SURRENDER?” 

“In the engagement fought off Lian-

Will Succeed Paul Morton as 
Naval Secretary. 


Latter to Become Subway 
Chief at Gotham. 


Re-foresting of Watersheds. 
Lorenz Confessing. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The Pres- 
ident today authorized the announce- 
ment that Charlies J. Bonaparte of 
Baltimore would be appointed Secre- 
tary of the Navy, to succeed Pau! 
Morton, who, earlier in the day, stated 
he would retire July 1, to go to New 
York to take charge of the pians for 
the construction of the subway sys- 
tem for operation in connection with 
the surface lines. P 

The President also authorized the 
statement that no other change in the 
personne! of the Cabinet was likely to 
take place in the near future. Secre- 
tary Shaw already has indicated his 
intention of retiring from the C.binet 
probably néxt February. Rumo's of 
the retirement of Attorney-(Gcneral 
Moody have been published, but it is 
understood to be his intention now to 
continue in the Cabinet for a year 
and a half, and rhaps longer. 

To all except the President's closest 
advisers, the announcement of the se- 
lection of Bonaparte as the heau of 
the navy came as a distinct surprise, 
although it had been determined on 
by the President for some time, in an- 
ticipation of Secretary Morton's re- 
tirement. In all the gossip, Bonaparte 
has not been suggested as r. or- 
possible successor. For many 
years Bonaparte has been an intimate 
friend of the President. So great is 
the Chief Executive's confidence in 
him that, on many matters of national 
concern, he has sought his advice and 
counsel. To determine accurately the 
legal phases of the postal frauds, the 
President designated Mr. Bonaparte 
and Holmes Conrad to investigate the 
Subject, and on their report he took 
Gecitsive action without hesitation. 
Eminent as a lawyer and as a pub- 
licist, and a consistent advocate of 
civileservice reform, Bonaparte has 
not been supposed to have more than 
an academic interest in the navy. In 
-the upbuilding of the navy, however, 
he is known to be in perfect accord 
with the President, and doubtless will 
earry into effect the views of the Pres- 
ident in the strengthening of the naval 
establishment. 

Mr. Morton's announcement of his 
expected retirement followed a confer- 
ence with the President lasting about 
an hour. It had been atated with au- 
thority that Mr. Morton would retire 
July 1, provided the Presffernt would 
accept his resiznation from that date, 
and today's statement therefore offi- 
clally confirms what has been known 
for several weeks. When he retires. 
he will have rounded out exactly one 
vear of Cabinet life. He succeeded 
William H. Moedy of Massachusetts, 
who became Attorney-General. 

TAPERS ANNOUNCEMENT. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.™M.} 

WASHINGTON, May | 31.—After a 
conference with the President, lasting 
about an hour today, Secretary Mor- 
ton announced on leaving the White 
House that he expected to retire from 
the Cabinet July 1. Later, Secretary 
laeb gave out the following state- 


ment: 

“Paul Morton announces that he will 
retire from the Cabinet on July 1, 1905. 
He will go to New York to live, and 
wil, become essociated with Mr. Thom1s 
FP. Ryan. It is understood that Mr. 
Merton will at once take active charge 
of the plans for the construction of 
the proposed comprehensive system of 
urderground rapid transit lines in New 
Yerk City. for operation in connection 
with the existing surface lines.” 

Ryan, with whom Mr. Morton is to

Ker in the Presidential campaign, and 
war a delegate from Virginia to the 
St. Louis convention, as he has a home 
In that State.

REFORESTING WATERSHEDS.

Machen 
then said that whatever the arrange- 
ranemt he and I should divide our shares 
equally. That is, if three-fourths came 
to us, we would divide it.” 

Further questioning brought out the 
Statement from Lorenz that Crawford 
had made the suggestion of the divi- 
sion when they met the next day, and 
the figures were in accordance with 
those that had been namel by Machen. 
He said that the three men came to 
terms according to that agreement. 

The witness was examined in relation 
to correspondence between himself and 
Crawford. The papers included drafts, 
letters and other matter. These were 
explained by Lorenz. The first one of 
consequence Was a letter inclosing a 
Graft for $5440, which .the witness 
charged Crawford sent to Lorenz and 
asked that Lorenz “attend to it.” On 
the letter was a memorandum, with 
initials and designations as follows: 
W..” “George,” and “BiH.” After 
the designation were sums, the first 
being one-half of the amount of the 
draft, and after the other were sums, 
one-fourth the amount of the draft. 
The government counsel tried to get be- 
fore the jury the statement that this 
memorandum meant that A. W. 
Machen, George Lorenz and William 
G. Crawford were to receive the 
amounts named. This was ruled out, 
but Lorenz did testify that he had 
made division of the amount of the 
draft, according to the terms of the 
contract. He said that Crawford's 
share was sent to him by a New York 
draft made payable to bearer. The 
draft was then offered. Lorenz testified 
that three payments were made by 
Crawford of the money received from 
the government under the contracts 
held by the Postal Device and Lock 
Company, and that Crawford had re- 
ceived his second share by draft made 
payable to Lorenz, and the last was 
sent in currency through the American 
Express Company. The drafts and the 
express receipt were offered.

ALL CAPITALS 
TALK PEACE. 


No Definite Steps Yet Taken 
at W ashington. 


Paris Bourse Strengthened by 
Pacific Hopes. 


Further Humiliation 
Choice, Thinks Berlin. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 


PARIS, May 31.—Prices on the 
Bourse today opened weaker, 
owing to the fears expressed in 
3t. Petersburg dispatches that 
Russia wil) insist on a continua- 
tion of the war in the Far East. 
Later, peace sentiments predom- 
inated and strengthened the 
market, which closed firm. Rus-_

WASHINGTON, May  31.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Three positive state- 
ments may be made regarding talk of 
peace emanating from Washington. 
They are: Mr. Roosevelt has had no 


conference regarding opening of peace 
negotiations with any representatives 
of the Russian or the Japanese gov- 
ernments, nor has he talked about 
such negotiations with any official of 
the government of the United States. 

The attitude of this government, 
made known at the beginning of the war 
—that mediation would not be of- 
fered until both Japan and Russia 
j indicated that they were ready for 
such offer—is being strictly adhered 
to. There is, so far as this govern- 
ment ts advised, no movement any- 
where for the opening of peace ne- 
gotiations, and the only place where 
such a movement may be effectively 
started is St. Petersburg. 

These statements are known as 
meaning that the government at Wash- 
ington is hoping for—although hardly 
expecting—an early movement for 
peace. The fact, however, that 5ec- 
retary Taft spent some two hours at 
the White House with the President 
last night, has been taken as indi- 
cating that possibilities for instituting 
peace negotiations were being can- 
vassed and this deduction seemed espe- 
cially natural since the conference be- 
tween the President and the Secretary 
so closely followed the talk between 
Mr. Roosevelt and the Japanese Min- 
ister. Mr. Taft's visit with the Presi- 
dent was to talk over his western 
trip, which the Secretary of War has 
just concluded. It was a politica! talk 
and there is the very best authority 
for saying that the war was mentioned 
only incidentally. 

NO DEFINITE STEPS YET. . 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.)} 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—While the 
President has discussed informally the 
subject of peace negotiations with 
members of his Cabinet and with 
some representatives of foreign gov- 
ernments at this capital, and in the 
near future probably will take up the 
matter with others, it can be said au- 
thoritatively that no definite steps 
looking toward peace yet have been 
taken by this government. That such 
steps may be taken is regarded as 
quite likely, but whatever action may 
be taken now will depend upon in- 
formation not yet at hand. 

That a concerted effort on the part 
ef several important powers, includ- 
ing the United States, to bring about 
a cessation of hostilities in the Far 
East may be made very svoon is rea- 
sonably certain. The result of such 
an effort is quite another matter. it 
is regarded as too soon yet, after the 
great naval battle, for Russia to de- 
termine upon a definite course of actioa. 
At least until the St.:Petersburg gov- 
ernment shall have indicated what its 
desires may be, the probabilities are 
regarded as favorable only to an ‘n- 
formal discussion of peace. 

DURAND AT WHITE HOUSE.

Japanese Minister to Belgium Says 

that Those Who Attribute Such 

Motives to Mikado’s Government

' go on, With Viadivostok Next.

BERLIN, May 31.—The Brussels cor- 
respondent of the Frankfurter Zeitung, 
fa an interview with Baron Kato, the 
Japanese Minister to Belgium, called 
his attention to American dispatches 
alleging that there was concern in the 
United States lest Japan weuld under- 
take the seizure of the Philippine Isi- 
ards. He replie dthat there wag not 
the slightest justification for such a 
view. 

“I share the view of my govern- 

ment and of every Japanese,” said 
Minister Kato, “in asserting that we 
desire no better neighbor in the Phil- 
ippines than the United States. More- 
over, trade has received the greatest 
advantage from the American occu- 
pation of the Philippines. We esteem 
the American people for their Hberal- 
ism and activity and have  aiways 
maintained the best relations. with 
them. . 
Japan will never pursue a policy of 
expansion, and they are fanatic poli. 
ticians who attribute to us such in- 
tentions. We began the war with Rus- 
sia in self-defense. What we need is 
permanent peace, which will give us 
the possibility of developing within 
Our own borders.” ., 

Baron Kato expréssed his belief that 
Russia will continue the war and that 
_the next stage of Japan's operations 
will be at Viadivostok. Japan's gen- 
erals and admirals, he added, will have 
more to say in fixing peace conditions 
than will the diplomats.

18 THOUGHT TO HAVE MURDERED 
FRANK 8. AMEY. | 


Large Boulder With Which the 
Deed Was Committed, Presented 


at the Inquest—Witness Who Saw 
Signs of Anger Between the Two 


Men on Monday Evening. 


The inquest of Coroner Trout on the 
body of Frank B. Amey, who was 
siugged to death in front of his home 
on Alpine street on Monday night, ‘was 
held at the morgue of Pierce Bros. yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The new thing at the inquest was ‘ce 
presentation of the man supposed to 
have committed. the deed, and the 
stone with which it had been done. 

The stone perfectly corresponds with 
the fracture of the skull and the 
bruises on the scalp of the murdered 
man. anid had been carried from a pile 
of boulders some distance away. It 
was found within three feet of the 
body, lying on the sidewalk, and a frac- 
ture in the stone showed that !t had 
just been thrown there, There is no 
doubt in the minds of everybody con- 


cerned in the case that whoever killed. 


Amey, stood in the driveway, which 's 
cut through a wail seven fert high, 
watted until he came by ayd then 
knocked him on the head with the 
Stone. 

Joe Alegria, alias Jor Soto. alias Mex- 
fean Joe, the last man seen In company 
with Amey, wae presented as & wit- 
ness gt the inquest. He had been ar- 
rested on Tuesday. and was taken to 
the inquest in irons. ~ 

He had been drinking at several sa- 
loons with Amey on Monday afternoon, 
bui denied having had any trouble with 
the deceased, and stated posttively 
that he had not sparred with, Amey 
nor struck him at any time. 

J. Richmond, a contractor, was put 
on the stand immediately after Joe 
and testified that he and Amey had 

‘heen talking in a saioon. when Joe 


. came in and brushed somewhat rudeiy 


against Amey, who was jusi drunk | 
enough not to like it, and he talked 
about “handing Joe one.” Shortly 
afterward Amey and Jve got together 
in front of the saloon and began to 
spar playfully, umtil finally Amey 
slapped Joe pretty smartly on the side 
of the face. Joe's countenance, the 
witness sald, at once showed anger, 
but the sparring stopped. A moment 
later Joe walked up behind Amey and 
struck him a severe biow on the jaw. 
Everything looked amiable at this time. 
and Richmond went away, leaving the 
two men standing in front of the sa- 
loon. That was the last time Amey was 
ever seen alive by anybody who knew 
him. 

The circumstances related are the 
only ones so far discovered to connect 
Joe with the crime. The jury rendered 
@ verdict to the effect that “the de- 
ceased came to his death from a frac- 
ture of the skull, caused by a blunt 
instrument, in the hands of some per- 

-@an unknown to the jury, with the in- 
tent to kill.” 

Joe is still held awaiting further de- 

. velopments, but the officers feel confi- 
demt they have the man who com- 
mitted the deed, and they fully expect 
to fasten KM upon him. 

Another witness examined was J. J. 
Beaudry, the man who found Amey 
lying dead on the sidewalk. He must 
eiso necessarily have come from the 
direction of the stone pile from which 
the deadly boulder was taken, and as 
he had once had some trouble of a 
trivial nature with Amey, he was ques- 
tioned aa to his feelings toward the dead 
man. Wis story was straightforward, 
and no suspicion attaches to him.

The United States Geological Survey

N. M., where a number of Los Ange- 
lefios have lands as yet unproven and 
umdeveloped. The bulletin points out 
a number of favorable indications of 
the presence of oj] near the surface at 
different points, such as small quanti- 
ties of oll seepage and asphaitum near 
Fort Stockton; traces in water wells 
in what ts called the Toyah Basin, ly- 
ing almost south of Carlsbad, near the 
line of the Texas and Pacific Railroad, 
and the results achieved by J. D. 
Laathermann of Pecos, Tex., in 1908. 
The last were the most important, a 
fair quantity of lubricating oll being 
obtained in small quantity, the owner 
selling a smal) amount in Pecos during 
the winter of 1903-04 to ranchers for 
oiling windmills. 

While these indications have been 
found it is also pointed out that In the 
immediate vicinity of these points, as 
well as at other places in the same 
region, wells have been sunk for wa- 
ter, as well as in oll prospecting, that 
have failed to develop any trace of 
the presence of oil and that in no case 
has oil been fqund in anything that 
approaches commercial 
fact, the Leatherman well at Pecos is 
the only one that developed more than 
a trace of petroleum. Two wells were 
sunk near this by a California company 
without results. 

The Texas laws are none too favor- 
able to oil and mining enterprises on 
the public lands, which are there 
owned by the State and not by the

of the association. “The purpose of 
my visit to Washington,” said Mr. 
Hagenbarth, “was to interest the Pres- 
Ment in the work of re-opening for- 
tien markets to the American live 
Bock growers. I wanted, if possible, 
to convinee the authorities at Wash- 
jmgton that there were as vital mat- 
jers as rate troubles that should be 

President Hagenbarth said that he 
received assurances from the Presi- 
fent. officials of the Department of 
Agriculture, Director of Census North, 
Commissioner Garfield and other sov- 
@rnment officials that they would do 
all that they could to help the live- 
ttock interests. 

Mr. Hagenbarth said that his state- 
ment to the President was, in part, as 
lollows: 

“We have lost more than $100,000,000 
annually for the last three or four 
years in export markets for meats 
alone through commercial misunder- 
standings that have resulted in tariff 


retaliation against meat from this 
country. Germany's discrimination has 
been the most severe, although the 
loss of the French market has cost 
live-stock interests $40,000,000 annual- 
ly. 
“Reciprocity is the solution of the 
problem—reciprocity, preferably—and, 
if we can't get that, retaliation should 
be the method.” 

“President Roosevelt quite agreed 
with me,” said Mr. Hagenbarth, and 
said that both reciprocity and retalia- 
tion could be adopted by the United 
States. 

The President and Mr. Hagenbarth 
agreed that the matier was one that 
should go before Congress. The Presi- 
so requested Mr. Hagenbarth to pre- 

re a brief on the matter, which he 
will do as soon as he ‘reaches Salt 
Lake. 

One of the objects of the live-stock 
man’s visit to Washington was to have 
the Department of Commerce and 
Labor take a census of live stock and 
farm products. bienially. President 
Roosevelt has taken that proposition 
up. Matters relative to the extension 
of the work of that department so that 
it wil! include live stock interests will 
be discussed by Mr. Hagenbarth in his 
brief, which will be filed with the 
President by July 1. 

“! was greatly encouraged by my 
visit and 1 think that a bright era is 
opening up for the stock men of the 
United States,” said Mr. Hagenbarth.

A COMPACT WORLD'S FAIR. 


While the Portland Exposition may 
fairly be described as a pocket edition 
of either the Chicago or the St. Louis 
Exposition, yet it is by no means a 
little venture, as my enumeration of 
the main buildings will have already 
made manifest. Nor indeed {s there 
any rea] detriment jn the fact that its 
acreage is great smaller and its gen- 
eral scheme vastly less ambitious. 
Men who spent months at the bigger 
expositiong came away with the con- 
sciousness that not one-half of the 
wonders displayed had been seen, 
while those with only weeks at their 
command had simply to make the 
choice between specializing in a few 
departments or scampering around 
without serious attempt to study any 
singie thing. Its bewildering magni- 
tude was the most serious reproach 
attaching to- the St. Louls World's 
Fair. But at Portland we have  S8t. 
Louis’ 1240 acres reduced to 182, with 
a water area of 220 acres thrown in 
just to gladden the eye and delight the 
soul without giving the peripatetic ob- 
server aching feet and jaded limbs. 
In comparison the Portland Exposition 
grounds are smali, but they are quite 
big enough, and the visitor tackles the 
fair with a good heart, for he has the 
reasonable chance of seeing it right 
through, and of carrying away a com- 
piete and accurate picture instead of 
impressions hopelessly blurred.

PROHIBITION PARADE. 


Most Picturesque Feature of the Cam- 
paign— Thousand Men and Women 
March Through Streets—Five Brass 
Bands and Two “Drum Corps. 


EARLY one 
took part last night in the pro- 
hibition parade through the busi- 
ness district—the final street demon- 
stration of the forces that are working 
for prohibition in Los Angeles. 

Another thousand marched along 
the sidewalks, some -cheering the 
marchers, others scoffing at them. 

Twice that number lined the streets 
as the prohibition forces marched by. 

Five brass bands and two fife an.l 
drum corps furnished music for the 
paraders; the Stars and Stripes were 
very much in evidence, and there were 
many banners on which were iascribed 
the sentiments of those who carned 
them. 

The parade started shortly «after 
o'clock from Temple Auditorium on 
Fifth street, where addresses hud been 
made .by Bishop J. W. Hamilton, Dr. 
E. 8. Chapman and others, anc where 
the largest meeting of the evening 
had been held. 

Leonard Merrill, mounted on a spir- 
ited horse, was grand ‘narshal. de 
had numerous aides who marched 
with the ranks. 

Quickly after the close of the meet- 
ing at the Auditorium, the ‘crowds 
poured out, and numbers of those who 
had attended the meeting took places 
in the line.

AT THE MASON. 
PROHIBITION THRONG. 

Crowds thronged the Mason Opera- 
house yesterday evening for the prohi- 
bition mass meeting unthH even the roof 
gallery held its full quota of interested 
listeners. 

A full stringed orchestra was in a‘t- 
tendance and the Menely. Quartette 
sang temperance songs. 

The meeting was enthusiastic, and 
though several of the speeches were 
drawn out even beyond the time limit, 
no one showed signs of being tired, and 
the atiention of the vast audience was 
kept until the last orator had given his 
views.

REV. GEORGE RUNKEL DIES AF- 
TER SURGICAL OPERATION. 


Popular Leader of the German 
Lutherans of the City, and Honored 
by His DOenoemination—Wife Had 
Gone East With the Body of Her 
Mother. 7 


Rev. George Runkel, who has been 
pastor of the German Lutheran church 
of this city since 1882, died under sad 
circumstances at the Good Samaritan 
Hospital at 5° o'clock yesterday morn- 


His wife had gone East with the re- 
mains of her mother, who died in this 
City severa) weeks ago. In compli- 
ance with her last request her body 
was taken to her old home in Indiana, 
and Mrs. Runkel will arrive here on 
Friday next, having completed_her sad 
errand. She has been informed of the 
iliness of her husband but not of his 


death. : 

Last Friday Mr. Runkel, who has 
been a sufferer from a local trouble, 
felt that it was necessary for him to 
go-to a hospital, and the surgeons 
determined that an operation was the 
only means of saving his. life. It 
was performed on Sunday but failed 
of its purpose, and the patient died 
yesterday morning as stated. On the 
afternoon of the previous day he sent 
tor Rev. J. W. Theiss, his assistant 
pastor, and told the jatter that he was 
about to die. He was perfectly com- 
posed and content with what he de- 
chared to be the will of God, and 
said he knew it was to be just that 
way. His last message to his. congre- 
gation, sent by Mr. Theiss, wus this: 

‘Tell them a poor sinner has gone 
to meet his God.” . 

He was greatly beloved by the more 
than 500 members of his chureh, and 
the fact that he has been their pas- 
tor for twenty-three years is sufficient 
evidence of this fact. : 

At the time of his death Mr. Runkel 
was president of the Californie Dis- 
trict of the Missouri Synod, and witb 
his latest breath he arranged certain 
details, in order that the work of the 
d‘strict might not be interrupted by 
his death. He made final arrangements 
for the installation of g pastor in 
Pasadena on July 2 and sent many 
details through Mr. Theis# to Rev. 
Bernthal of San Francisco, firet vice- 
president of the district, who will suc- 
ceed the deceased as president. 

The only matter about which he did 
not care to talk was that of his wife's 
absence, seeming to feel that it was 
pest she was not present to witness 
his death: All he gaid about that was: 
“That is well.” 

The deceased was born in Germany 
sixty-six years ago and came to Amert- 
ca when he was 9 years of age. He 
pursued his theologital studies at Buf- 
falo, N. Y., and served his first charge 
at Aurora, Ind, In 1882 he came to 
Los Angeles and led a little flock of 
his denomination from the day of his 
arrival. They went from place to place 
tc worship as they increased in num- 
bers, until] 1897, when he undertook the 
project of building the present com- 
modious church at the corner of 
Eighth and Flower streets.

that of this year. The new hay is en- 
tering the market now, : however, and 
prices are falling. Pomona raises hay 
enough for its own consumption, and 
sends away part of the crop 
in the season, shipments going to Los 
Angeles, Redlands, San Bernardino and 
other places. Only when the local crap 
is short or the reserve stock fails be- 
fore the end of a season do purchases 
from other localities become necessary. 

The product of the Chino fanch is 
altout equally divided between barley 
and alfaifa. With prices. at $10 and 
$i2 a ton, and a yield of an average 
of two tons to the acre, the farmers 
will have nothing to complain about. 
Most of the foothill ranches produce 
berley. Some Pomona fay raisers who 
have been farming damp land that pro- 
duces three or four tons an. acre have 
done better In the past three or four 
years than the orange growers, and are 
locally cited as engaged in an exceed- 
ingly profitable business. However, on 
the other hand, the farmers of sandy 
seclions, where the crop sometimes 
falls to 1500 pounds per acre, have net 
done so well.

work of demolition, but it is war to 
the knife, nevertheless, and a general 
tumbling of lurid sign planks may 
Startie the community ere Jong. 

The leader of the crusade is a little 
blonde lady who wears fetching gowns, 
but she’s determined—Oh, my! 

She has already left a number of the 
breakers of the only signboard ordi- 
mance of the city astonished at the ef- 
fieacy of her ultimatums. 

Indeed, Mrs. J. F. Kanst has pur- 
sued the investigation of the signboard 
situation until she can almost lay her 
finger on every one that is over the 
prescribed limit of ten feet, and every 
one that might be construed as a menace 
to those around. But she soon decided 
in her mind that nothing could be done 
with these iInartietic biots upon the 
landscape until Los Angeles should 
have more effective legislation to con- 
trol them. 

In this decision she was surprised by 
the City Attorney, by her coadjutor, 
Mrs. F. H. Taylor, and Mrs. Rodman, 
cheirman of the section. 

MRS. KANST'S ANSWER. 
“What shall we do next?” they said. 
“Tax them," anewered Mrs. Kanst. 
“We will petition the, city to put a 

tax upon these offensive billboards,” 
and then and there she delivered her 
notable oration against signboards. 

“The memories of noble men,” she 
eaid, “are desecrated by the use of 
their names in connection with wares 
widely separated from their lives and 
history. The space behind billboards ts 
used as a dumping ground for rubbish; 
biliboarde nullify the efforts of the city 
to produce beautiful parks and boule- 
vards, and they flaunt their brazen 
faces, often with objectionable devices, 
before the eyes of our growing boy 
and giris. 

“Municipalities have a right to levy 
taxes,”’ so Mrs. Kanst continued. “Why, 
tae French government enjoys a revenue 
of $710,000 from a tax on billboards about 
the size of an ordinary store sign, whiie 
Los Angeles receives $60 a year, so the 
Tax Collector says, for the wholesale 
defacing of her landscape 

Mrs. Kanst did not stop at talking. 
She has seen many property owners. 
She has appointed a billboard commit- 
tee to interest the women’s clubs as 
‘working branches in this enterprise. 

The sixty-two chitd-study circles, in 
one of the schools reaching 1006 chil- 
dren, have been enlisted and are now 
circulating the petition which has been 
framed by the outdoor art section of 


THE PETITION. 

The petition will soon be presented 
to. the City Council. It reads thus: 
“We, the undersigned property owners 
and residents of Los Angeles petition 
your honorable body to create a tax 
of $1 per square foot, per quarter for all 
advertising on billboards within the 
city limits, except signs on property by 
or with the congeent of the owner of 
gaid property, declaring: said property 
to be for sale or for rene.” 

The members of the Civic Federation 
have found many cases in Los Angeles 
where these big advertising mediums 
have injured the value of the property 
immediately around them. 

One case was brought up in the sec- 
tion meeting yesterday. This concerns 
two houses near the corner of Sixteenth 
and Bush streets. These houses, con- 
taining from nine to twelve rooms each, 
and desirable in every particular, are 
unoccupied most of the time because. 
the billboards on the adjoining prop- 
erty are so objectionable, keeping out 
the Hgeht and looking so unsightly. 
One of these houses has not been rented 
for three years on this account.

DEAD TOWNS. 
RESULT.OF PROHIBITION, 
LOS ANGELES, May 31.—{To the 
Editor of the Times:] The advocates 
of prohibition continue to point 
Kansas as the State in which prohibi- 
tion has been of avail. May I ask you 
to publish the enclosed clippings from 
Kansas newspapers of recent dates, 
which seem to prove that, as long as 
prohibition was in force, certain cities 
were “dead,” and have only revived 

since the law was a “dead letter?” 
MORE DRINKING THAN EVER. 


The Topeka Capital has written to 
Atchison to know the sentiment and 
conditions in Atchison county regarding 
the prohibitory law. The Capital wants 
to know whether the law is being en- 
forced; if saloons operate by paying a 
fine, and how the people here accept 
Gov. Hoch's announcement that the 
prohibitory law must be enforced. The 
Capital has sent similar letters to every 
county In Kansas. The letter concludes 
by asking: “Will your officers, seeing 


the way the wind is blowing. decide on 
a ‘dry’ policy now, or wait until forced 
to take action—if, 
of course; he brings pressure to bear 
in that direction?” The answer sent to 
the C vapital is as follows: “The prohib- 
itory law is not being enforced in At- 
chison. The saloons are allowed to 
operate by paying monthly fines, be- 
cause previous attempts made to en- 
force the prohibitory law in Atchison 
resulted in as much, if not more, drink- 
ing than éver, and brought on disgrace- 
ful town rows. Republican, Populist and 
Democratic administrations have, dur- 
ing the past fifteen years, universally 
continued the present system of open 
saloons strictly regulated. It is consid- 
ered the most effective temperance 
measure. Public sentiment in Atchison 
indorees the present system. There are 
thirty-two saloons in Atchison. Gov. 
Hoch’s announced -attitude in regard 
to the prohibitory law will not be fol- 
lowed by any action ‘here.’’—[Atchison 
Globe, May 18, 1905. 
TOPEKA’S SET-BACK. 


A paragraph in an exchange the other 
day said that just as Topeka had per- 
fected plans for a population of 75,000 
by 1910, a-prohibition row developed 
that promises, if anything, to set the 
city back.

NO ATTEMPT TO ENFORCE LAW. 

FORT SCOTT (Kan.) May 13.—There 
is no attempt made to enforce the pro- 
hibitory law in Fort Scott. There are 


| thirteen saloons running. The city and 


county divide the revenue derived from 
them. They take jt month about. One 
month warrants are issued by the police 
judge charging the saloon men with 
violating the clubhouse section of the 
prohibitory law. Each one pleads 
guilty and pays a fine of $100 and costs. 
This money goes into the general rev- 
enue fund of the city. The next month 
warrants are issued by a justice of the 
peace upon complaint from the county 
attorney's office. Upon a plea of guilty 
the same fine is imposed as in the city 
cases, together with $25 attorney's fee 
assessed as costs, which goes to the 
county attorney. The fines from these 
cases go into the county school fund.— 
{Topeka Capitai. 

EXPERIENCE OF LEAVE NWORTH. 


“Leavenworthians have Seured out 
why the Kansas City newspapers are 
trying to stir up pronibition strife In 
Leavenworth. They recall that when 
the law first went into effect in Leaven- 
worth several of the most wealthy citi- 
zens left here and went to Kansas 
City. In fact, several towns suffered 
the loss of wealthy citizens and busi- 
ness houses, and it was freey predicted 
at the time that the prohibitory law 
in Kansas would be the making of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., which proved true. That 
city took rapid strides from that time 
on, and several breweries and big 
business. houses locate. there. The ex- 
press companies did an immense orlg- 
inal package business, and, in fact, in 
the western portion of the State, are lo- 
ing it yet. Leavenworth, from the time 
the law went into effect until a few 
years ago, Was what is known as a 
“dead” town. Business houses along 
the main etronts were vacant, and in 
the resilencee portion of, the town a: 

many were vacant as were occu- 
pied. At the present time Leavenworth 
is on a boom. There is not a vacant 
house or store building In the city. 
This condition of affairs exists in all 
Kansas cities at the present time, but if 
the prohibition law ts strictly enforced 
it will mean that Kansas City will take 
another spurt. Kansas Cityans realize 
this and through their newspapers are 
trying to run the saloons out of Leaven- 
worth and the other big Kansas cities.”

SUGGESTS A SOLUTION. 

From J. Elliott: the liquor 
question is being discussel pretty gen- 
erally in Los Angeles I thought I would 
advance an idea that I think would ma- 
terially help to regulate the sale of 
liquor in either high license or prohibi- 
tion, towns, 

To begin with I have held the offices 
of county clerk and city clerk for a 
number of years and have been brought 
in contact with the saloon people in an 
official way. 

“A saloonkeeper has to be able to show 
a United States tax receipt and a mu- 
nicipal license before he is legally en- 
titled to sell liquor. If he has not the 
former he is liable to prosecution by the 
United States government—a thing men 
do not willingly court. If he has not 
the latter (asin the case of “blind pigs’’) 
he is liable to prosecution by the mu- 
nicipality. This he is willing to risk,. 
for its consequences are not far-reach- 
ing anJ the expenses of prosecution fall 
£0 heavily upon the municipality as to 
soon cripple its efforts, er (if a prohi- 
bition. town) perhaps compel it to re- 
turn to high license in order to replenish 
its exchequer. 

If the United States government wil! 
amend its revenue laws and make it 
compulsory for every one wishing to 
sell liquor.to first procure a municipal 
license before he can obtain a United 
States government tax receipt it will 
very materially assist the municipality 
in putting an end to all “blind pigs,” 
for it is obvious that the United States 
government and municipal authorities 
would then work together, whereas now 
the former by its tax receipt virtually 
encourages what the municipal ordi-

For the following and many other 
valid reasons, the undersigned heartily 
favor the no-saloon .ordinance and 
earnestly desire that it should be 
adopted by the people at the special 
election on the 2nd of June, 

I. IT 18 RIGHT. 

The saloon is an unmitigated evil 

and ought to be abolished. This the 


no-saloon ordinance will do, and, 
judged from every standpoint, it is 
fundamentally and eternally right. 


This one reason ought to be sufficient, 
and in our estimation outweighs all 


others. 
It IT IS WISE. 

The only effective method of dealing 
with the saloon is to suppress it as 
this ordinance will. Its wisdom is in- 
dicated by the fact that every man fa- 
vorable to the saloon is bitterly op- 
posed to this ordinance.

Ill. IT 18 OPPORTUNE. 

_As never before the city of Los An- 
geles is now in the thought of the 
world, large numbers in the East and 
across the waters contemplate making 
this city their home in the near fu- 
ture. The class of tourists and home- 
seekers whose coming will be helpful 
to the city will be attracted hither by 
the adoption of this ordinance. Just 
now, while the tide of emigration is 
moving toward milder climates, the 
adoption of this ordinance would be 
the most effective advertisement this 
city has ever had. Its rejection by 
the people would, of course, have an 
opposite effect. It is peculiarly fortu- 
nate that this matter is brought be- 
fore the people just at this time. 

lV. IT IS A NECESSITY. 

It is necessary for our purification 
from responsibility for the existence 
of the saloon. We must vote elther 
for the ordinance or for the saloon. 
If we fail to vote for the ordinance 
we thereby approve of the saloon and 
assume responsibility for its conse+ 


quences. 


It is necessary for the purification 
of our municipal politics and govern- 
ment from corruption caused and 
maintained by the saloon. 

It is necessary for the protection of 
our homes and families from the rav- 
ages of the saloon liquor traffic. 
ought to be sufficient to cause every 
true man to cast his ballot for the 
adoption of the no-saloon ordinance. 
Many other similar reasons coull be 
given why this ordinance should be 
adopted, and, in our judgment, not one 
valid reason can be assigned for vot- 
ing against it.

FEATS OF HORSEMEN. 


Long and Rapid Journeys That Have 
Been Made in Time of 
Need. 


[Chicago Post:] It appears that the 
Cossacks have done more than the ar- 
tillery to keep up the reputation of the 
Russian army as to its power of en- 
durance under adverse circumstancea. 
The Cossack is really to the eastern 
werld what Custer’s- men, 
Kilpatrick's and Roosevelt's have been 
to the western armies—the men who 
could sit the saddle, saber and shoot, 
starve and swim, be all or nothing for 
the glory of quick action in time of 
treuble. As to the proof of this here 
is the story of Dmetree Pjeshkoff, a 
Siberian Cossack, who rode from 
Blagovejechensk, Eastern Siberia, to 
St. Petersburg. He surpassed Burnaby, 
who rode to Khiva, and Asayeff, who 
made the hard ride from Lubeen, Po- 
land, to Paris. 

Fiagovejechensk is a Cossack station 
on the Amur, in latitude 50 degrees 
north, longitude 127 degrees east, and 
the distance to be covered to the Rus- 
sian capital 8000 versts, or 6400 Englist 
miles. In 113 days out from his start- 
ing point Pjeshkoff was at Omsk, hav- 
ing accomplished 4900 versts, or nearly 
8306. miles of his journey. In 171 days 
he was in St. Petersburg, having made 
an average of thirty miles a day, In the 
saddle, from the start. An average of 
thie character requires remarkable 
physical and nerve endurance. It also 
requires fine judgment as to forage for 
beasts and sustenance for the rider— 
calculations as to weather, 
ture changes, water supply and kin- 
dred things that go in with a steady 
and a long ride. 

The hero of this remarkable feat, a 
man of some education, was command- 
er of a hundred in one of the Cossack 
reziments, stationed on the Amur, and 
hac to obtain leave of absence to show 
what he could do on the long-distance 
ride with a bhorse. But the feat became 
more remarkable because the Cossack 
made his journey with one horse—the 
eame horse he started with ending the 
journey. The horse, like ite rider, was 
of the ordinary Cossack breed. It was 


fonted in Siberia and was purchased 
fo 150 rubles, or about $60 in our 
money. It was thirteen years old 
and of ‘a light gray color. 
I height and weight it core 
responded with a fair-sized American 


“onyuse” of the western plains. It had 
th: “cayuse” capacity for short feeds 
and minimum water supply. The ani- 
mal was fed only on oats and hay. It 


earried, including its rider, saddle, 


tempera-+— 


blankets and harness, a total of about 
172 pounds. 

The appetite of the beast increased 
with the distance traveled. At the 
start it required eight pounds of oats 
and fourteen pounds of hay a day to} 
keep it up, and for water it took the 
snow alongside the road, as wel! or 
spring water wage not obtainable. When 
two-thirds of the journey was complet- 
ed the horse was eating thirty pounds 
of Gats and fourteen pounds of hay 
each day. An English or American 
horse, aside from the plains’ breed of 
the latter country, would have surren- 
dered quickly. The western American | 
horse has made some wonderful long- 
Gistance journeys in quick time Dur- 
ing Custer’s campaign in 1876, which 
ended in the massacre on the Rosebud, 
some of the scouts for the army cov- 
ered 180 to 280 miles in forty-eight 
hours on three feeds and ~ three 
chances to water their horses. In 
Grierson’s wild ride during the Civil 
War to cut the Confederate lines, the 
ride which eventually gave birth to 
Sherman's march to the sea, one Chi- 
cago cavalryman was in the saddle 
for 170 miles, and that without dis- 
mounting. He lives now as a mail 
carrier for the postoffice. 

One November day in the Goose Riv- 
er country of Dakota a cowboy named 
Iverson was called to a ranch house 
and told a doctor must be secured for 
his employer's daughter, who had been 
taken suddenly iil with croup.

superior officer in time to have the in- 
formation prove of value. With two 
horses he rode 165 miles in eleven 
hours. This is a fair average to place 
against the Cossack's journey from 
the Orient to St. Petersburg. It is 
said in French dispatches that the 
courier who carried from Port Arthur 
the final news of coming surrender to 
Gen. Kouropatkin at Mukden walked, 
crept, swam and rode in the saddle 
350 miles in sixty hours. This is not 
impossible. When it comes to riding 
almost everything depends upon the

A Scotchman in Morocco. 

Sir Harry MacLean, who has just re- 
tired from the command-in-chief of the 
Moorish Sultan’s army on a- pension, 
and who will spend the remainder of 
his days in his native Scotland, is not 
the low-born adventurer who has been 
described in the Continental press of 
Europe. Nor is there any truth in the 
story to the effect that he was a mere 
private in an English infantry regi- 
ment stationed at Gibraltar, and that 
he had deserted to escape court-mar- 
tial, when he entered the service of the 
late Sultan of Morocco. Sir Harry be- 
longed for time to the 69th Regiment of 
British Infantry, in which he held .a 
commission as lieutenant; was permit- 
ted to resign in the ordinary way in 
order to be employed in the organiza- 
tion of the Moorish army; is the son 
of a gallant English army major, and is 
a member of the old Scotch house of 
MacLean, which for_the last five hun- 


The baronetcy 
held by the chief of the house, Sir Fitz- 
roy MacLean, was created as far back 
as 1632. 

- Whatever civilization is to be found 
in Morocco nowadays is due to Sir 
Harry, all of whose influence with its 
ruler and people has been exercised 
against barbarity and in the interest 
of humanity. This being the case, the 
plucky old Scotchman, who has won 
universal respect among the most fa- 
natic and foreign-hating of all Moslem 
and Oriental nations, deserves better 
treatment on the part of the European 
press than he has received of late in 
connection with his withdrawal into 
private life—[New York Tribune.

Im- 
mense crowds witnessed the procession 
through the principal streets.

The jewels are divided into five sets, 
and include some of the most famous 
diamonds in the world. Romance sur- 
rounds them, as they were taken from 
Spain by Queen Isabella, in her flight 
in the early thirties. Mrs. Stanford 
paid $1,000,000 for the jewels at a 
She seldom wore them, 
but kept them among the collection of 
gems which she had accumulated in 
the course of many years. It was one 
cf her hobbies to collect diamonds and 
magnificent settings, and the five sets 
of Queen Isabella's gems were consid- 
ered by her the finest in her posses- 
sion.
